But the men who sit in the un- 


cushioned, straight chairs do not 
believe agents get through. They 
receive such information. Some |

do many, many letters. These are 
for the most part anonymous. A 
sample will do. 

“Sirs—A man has left the vil- 
lage of who we believe to 
be coming before you as a 
refugee. He is here a loyal party 
member (Communist). We have 
information that he volunteered 
for this task. . . .” Then there 
follows a description of the man. 

These letters are slipped out of 
the Eastern Zone into West Ber- 
lin and there dropped into a letter 
box. There is much more infor- 
mation as well. So when grief 
and apprehension come to sit in 
the plain chair before the three 
men, those who do not come hon- 
estly have reason to be fearful. 


I sat in a corner of the room in 
another of those chairs and 
watched and listened. 

This one was a woman whose 
two sons had escaped two years 
before. The Russian secret police 
came. Her husband had de- 
nounced her as responsible and 
had, to save his own skin, de- 
manded the Russians get him a 
divorce. They did. She had been 
put to work in a factory, doing 
sweeping. Then by the under- 
ground, she got word that her 
sons wanted her and had a room 
for her. She had made her way, 
by walking and by bus, to West 
Berlin. And there she was, weep- 
ing now and then, biting her lips 
for control. And, finally, made 
happy by a permit and a free 
flight to her sons. 


One Undefeated 


The one who didn’t weep and 
whom life hadn’t defeated was the 
one of many whom I'll always re- 
member. She was massive. The 
Russians had taken her husband 
in 1945 and sent him to a slave 
labor camp in Siberia. In 1949 
she got a notice that he was dead. 

She went on telling her story, 
wiping her eyes with the back of 
a roughened, callogs hand. She 
had a son then 17 years old. There 
was a Russian cemetery by their 
village which was by a river. The 
night after the word came about 
the father’s death in faraway Si- 
beria the son went to the graves, 
took all the wreaths off them and 
threw them in the river. A neigh- 
bor told the Russians. They ar- 
rested the boy. He served two 
years in prison. 

Then, unaccountably, he was re- 
leased. A year ago he made his 
way into West Germany. He had 
gotten word to her to come. 

“So the boy threw the wreaths 
in the river?” asked one of the 
tired men at the table. 

“Yes,” she said, and then she 
laughed, her great body shaking 
and her face purpling as the 
breath grew short. “Great God, 
they were mad, those Russians.” 

They had made her work dig- 
ging up streets. Pneumonia had 
left her with bad lungs. 


She got her pass and went out 
almost jauntily. 

The door opened. Grief and ap- 
prehension came in and took a 
seat. 

The three weary men began all 
over again.

TORONTO, Sept. 5—A contingent of Soviet explor- 
ers is due to leave for Antarctica this month to make a 
renewed attempt to establish an outpost at the Pole of 


Inaccessibility. 

To combat the problems of dis- 
tance and rarified air en route 
to this point new type vehicles 
and specially modified aircraft 
engines are to be used. Plans for 
the coming effort were described 
by E. I. Tolstikov, who will lead 
the new expedition, and his col- 
leagues attending the geophysical 
conferences here.

Georgia’s Filth District Congressman James C. Davis displayed a 
naivete which couldn't be sincere when he criticized Sens. Richard 
Russel! and Herman Talmadge on their ‘‘failure to filibuster’ against 


the civil rights biil. 

Rep Davis knows enough about 
politics to realize that Sen. Rus- 
sell, especially, accomplished nu- 
merous compromises In connec- 
tion with the bill by displaying a 
reasonable attitude and by attack- 
ing the civil rights measure on the 
solid grounds of its content and 
of the precedents of American 
lawmaking, 

Sen. Russell's very attitude; 
searching and scholarly, did more 
to pull the teeth of the original 
bill than all the filibusters, dema- 
goguery or shadow boxing could 
ever have accomplished. Sen. Tal- 
madge appreciated this sirategy 
also. 

No one needs to be convinced 
that either of Georgia's senators 
is opposed to the bill. By the same 
token, if Rep. Davis wanted to 
obtain results instead of head- 
lines he and. South Carolina's 
Strom Thurmond could have kept 
quiet, 

Once Sen. Russell achieved his 
drastic surgery on the bill and 
saw jury trials of federal crimi- 
nal -conlempt proceedings as- 
sured, we recommended the pas- 
sage of the bill and continue to 
agree with his silent acquiescence 
to it. House-Senate conferees have 
removed the provision that would 


make publication of proceedings 
of the civil rights commission 
punishable by law and in so doing 
avoided muzzling the right of the 
public to knew what the commis- 
sion is up to. 

As a political issue, a_ civil 
rights bill might lie dormant for 
a while, relieving the nation of a 
great strain and helping the Dem- 
ocratic Party reunite behind its 
historical principles of liberty 
without sectional] schisms. 

Mr, Davis faces more persistent 
opposition in his district than just 
about any of the other Georgia 
congressmen.

He said troops 
were needed to deal with “‘a state 
of insurrection, tumult, riot and 
a breach of the peace.” 


TROOPS FORBIDDEN 


The Supreme Court unanimous- 
ly affirmed a federal district 
court order enjoining Gov. Ster- 
ling from such use of troops. A 
strongly-worded opinion by Chief 
Justice Charles Evans Hughes 
concluded: 

“If it be assumed that the gov- 
ernor was entitled to .. . bring 
military force to the aid of civil 
authority, the proper use of that

main threat to Syria’s neighbors 
is considered to be political. The 
Eisenhower Doctrine’s operative 
clause, however, reads that the

While State Department offi- 
cials were under instructions not 
to attempt to elucidate today’s 
statement, other officials suggest- 
ed that reference to the Eisen- 
hower Doctrine, together with the 
airlift of arms to Jordan, were 
meant as a dramatic gesture, 
to remind the people of the mid- 
die east that the U.S. meant to 
support them against pro-Soviet 
penetration in any form. 


How much and what kind of 
weapons would be flown to Jor- 
dan was not disclosed. But they 
will be financed out of the $10,000,- 
000 in military aid the US. 
promised Jordan last June 29. 

Defense Department officials 
said, however, that the arms 
would undoubtedly be light and 
mobile with high firepower, and 
that they would be shipped from: 
Europe to save time.

My child was bewildered. ‘‘You never cry at funerals,”” she 
accused me, handing me an odd glove in lieu of the handkerchief 
which I badly needed. ‘‘How come you cry at weddings?”

The beach is an_ excellent 
place to observe figure flaws— 
no swim suit can keep a secret. 
Most figures are not so much 
overweight as they are out of 
shape and posture is to 
blame, Posture shapes the sil- 
houette. So the way to keep in 
shape ‘with a minimum of exer- 
cise is to get your posture in 
true alignment. 

Think of correct posture as 


being self-supporting. When 
there is no strain on ligaments, 
joints and bones, your muscles 


need not be overly strong. In 


correct alignment your frame- 
work gives streamlining sup- 
port. 


On the contrary, in zigzag 
shape, the organs bulge against 
the front line, small of back 
sinks in and hips jut rearward. 
Your muscles would have to be 
very strong indeed to hold your 


figure in anything like good 
shape 
Try this test standing 


sidewards to a -long mirror,

pull down-and-under firmly 
with the big hip muscles and 
pull up-and-in strongly with ab- 
dominal muscles. The middle 
muscles are capable of two ac- 
tions, an up-pull and an in-pull. 

The up-pull must come first 
so that the middle muscles 
have a lifting effect. Shoulders 
should be relaxed and square. 


With your posture on the 
beam. you “‘slim’’ your meas- 
urements. 


Fortunately, the practice of 
good posture affords perfect ex- 
ercise. Anytime you cooperate 
with nature in the use of your 
muscles, you’re helping to tone 
the muscles. When you stand 
and move, keep the pelvic 
girdle centered by the down- 
and-under pull of hips, and up- 
and-in pull of girdle muscles.

When seated, have back of 
hips against back of chair seat 
and maintain the up-and-in pull 
of girdle muscles. right pos- 
ture, even th you are sit- 
ting, you’re exercising those 
middle muscles!
